Geneva, June 10.—Brazil has made 
good her threat to resign from the 
League of Nations council and Spain 
has delivered a similar threa: to with- 
draw if she is not given a permanent 
council seat. 

The league again faces a ‘perlous 
crisis. It is confronted with such 


possibilities as complete withdrawal} 


of Brazil and Spain from the league, 
a stronger union of American nations 
and a body blow at its prestige as an 
international organization. 

Brazil's resignation from the coun- 
cil was contained in a message from 
President Bernardes at Rio De Janei- 
ro. A hint of similar action by the 
Madrid government from Querboule, 
the Spanish delegate, had preceded its 
receipt. 

The council adjourned Thursday 
night without taking action on the 
Brazilian resignation. It was insisted 
that Brazil would remain a member 
of the council until the September 
assembly acted. 

Following receipt of the Bernardes 
cable, Sir Austen Chamberlain, Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, said that he 
believed no irreparable step had been 
taken and that there was still hope of 
satisfactory solution. Other lenders 
were frank in saying that Brazil's de- 
cision seemed irrevocable. It is not 
believed, however, that Brazil has 
definitely decided to resign from the 
league unless an American nation re- 
ceives a permanent seat on the council. 

Spain Acts. 

Senor Querboule, who ,. substitut- 
ing for Quinones De Leon due to 
the latter's “diplomatic absence,” gave 
the session it» first startling news of 
the day. Spain, he said, would not 
accept any solution of the league coun- 
cil crisis which would place Spain in a 
second class ranking among the na- 
tions of the world. 

Paul Boncour, of France, asked at 
once if Spain was hinting that she 
would vacate her seat and demanded. 
an explanation. Querboule replied that 
he had said all he was authorized to 
any and that no explanation would 
be forthcoming unless be received in- 
structions from Madrid. 

The leading delegates on the coun- 


| cil showed marked agitation over the 


threat of Spain. Chamberlain said 
that while he wouldn't insist on an 
explanation he hoped the entire coun- | 
cil and the assembly would work for | 
Spain's continued collaboration as a 
league member. It would be regret- 
table, he said, if any nation accepted 
the fact that it could not be given a 
permanent council seat as meaning 
that such a nation was placed in a 
different class from others. 

Melio Franco, Brazilian representa- 
tive who did not attend the first ses- 
sions of the council on the plea of 
illness, previously had said that Bra- 
sil had refrained from withdrawing 


from the present session that no hin- 
drance might be placed in the way of 
the meeting's success. In September, 
he said, the Brazilian resignation 
could be made effective without in- 
terruption of the league's work.

at Face at League Meeting 


Geneva, June 10.—(/)—‘This is 
for an awakened Hungary,” shouted 
Ivan De Justh, a young Hungarian 
repulican, today. aw towering above 
Count Stefan Bethlen, the Hungarian 
premier, in the lobby of the League of 
Nations palace, he brought bis right 
hand with vigorous swing across the 
premier’s face. 

Count Bethlen was just stepping 
out of a meeting of the subcommittee 
of the council which voted virtually 
to release Hungary from the league’s 
financial control when he met with 
the unexpected attack. The premier 
seemed dazed and staggered back and 
immediately those near at hand sur- 
rounded his assailant, who was put 
under arrest. 

De Justh, a fashionably dressed 
youth, declared that he bad assaulted 


the premier because Count Bethlen 


did not properly represent Hungary. 
He wished to give a public demon- 
stration of Bethlen’s unworthiness. 

This is the first time the League 
of Nations palace has been the scene 
of a criminal or politica] attack. 

Subsequently ajspearing at the 
council session, Count Bethlen, who 
was downcast, murmured a_ speech 
of thanks for the league’s effort in the 
reconstruction of Hungary; he paid 
special tribute to Jeremiah Smith. of 
Boston, the league commissioner for 
Hungary, for his great capacity and 
his great sympatuy for the Hungarian 
people. 

Then, surrounded by police, 
Hungarian premier hurried out of 


the league building.to hig hotel. He 
refused’ to make any ‘comment re- 
garding’ the attack. His assailant 
presumably will be expelled from 
Switzerland.

Despite the fact that northeast 
Georgia is passing through one of the 
dryest periods in history, reservoirs 
pd the Georsia Raiiway and Power 
company on the Tallulah river are 
practically full, according to a state- 
ment issued Thursday by Preston 8. 
Arkwright. president of the power 
company. is is the result of coordi- 
nating power stations in Georgia and 
Alabama, which perm‘tted the Georgia 
Railway and Power company to close 
its reservoirs and conserve rains of 
the past winter and spring. he said. 

Rainfall for this year on the sheds 
of the power company in northeast 
Georgia has been 20 per cent below 
normal, according to Mr. Arkwright, 
who declares that present coordir» 
tion of the Georgia and Alabama com- 

nies is saving the situation not only 
or this section, but for Alabama, 
South Carolina and North Carolina. 

The statement follows: 


Drouth Conditions. 


“In Greenville, 8S. C., they are hold- 
ing prayer services, praying for rain. 

“In Georgia, too, it has been yery 
dry. The rainfall for this year to 
date on the water sheds of this com- 
pany in northeast Georgia is 20 per 
cent below normal. 

“However, the reservoirs on the Tal- 
lulah river are practically full, where- 
as but for certain recent arrange- 
ments, they would be practically 


empty. 
his hapny condition of full reser- 
voirs is the result of coordinating the 
ywer stations in Georgia and Ala- 
ama, as a natural consequence of the 
recently acquired control of the stock 
of the two companies by Southeastern 
Power and Light company. Not only 
bas this given assurance of adequate 
electric power supply for Georgia, but 
it ia enabling these associated com- 
panies to relieve to a large extent the 
menace of power shortage in South 
Carolina and North Carolina. 

‘he Alabama VPower company, un- 
der a temporary arrangement running 
from day to day, is taking whatever 
water power is available at Muscle 
Shoals. This, together with its own 
water power developments and its 
ample steam stations, has enabled it 
to supply large quantities of power 
to Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany. 

Rainfall Conserved. 
“On account of this, the Georgia 
Railway and Power company was able 
to close its reservoirs and conserve 


the winter and spring rains. For the 
| last several weeks, and now, the Geor- 
[os Railway and Power company has 

n supplyt a large amount of pow- 
er—20), kilowatts—to the South- 
ern Power company @r service in 
South Carolina and North Carolina. 
This er has been delivered to the 
age Railway and Power company 
by the Alabama Power company and 
the Columbus Power company. In 
this way the Southern Power company 
has been supplied, and industries in 
South Carolina and North Carolina 
kept operating through coordination 
of the power supply and the inter- 
connection of the transmission systems 
in Georgia and Alabam 1. 

“Not the least important element 
in bringing’ this condition ubout bas 
been the power obtained from Muscle 
Shoals. 

“It is a demonstration of the econo- 
my and great usefulness to the terri- 
tory brought about by the coordination 
of the power resources of the terri- 
tery and the availability of the pow- 
er at Muscle Shoals for use through 
the instrumentality of the intercon- 
nected power companies to serve Aa 
wide area of the southern states. It 
is saving the situation at the present 
time in Alabama, Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and North Carolina. 

New Transmission Circuit. 


“The inter-connected transmission 
systems, the coordination of the power 
resources of the territory, the use of 
‘Musele Shoals power in connection 
with such system, enable the entire 
developed power resources of river and 
reservoir, of the Alabama coal fields 
and of the government development at 
Muscle Shoals, to be used to the great- 
est advantage of the territory, mak-

Throughout the United States 
the number of passengers killed in- 
creased from 15 to 16 
months of this year as compared 
with the same months of last year, 
while the number of employees 
killed at other places than highway 
crossings declined from 314 to 
261, and the number of trespassers 
killed at places other than highway 
crossings declined from 348 to 321, 

On the other hand, the number 
of persons killed at highway cross- 
ings increased from 258 to 344, or 
33 per cent. 

Executives of railroads point out 
that there would have been a grati- 
fying. reduction in the rumber of 
fatalities on the railways but for 
this increase in those occurring at 
highway crossings. About 85 per 
cent of all the fatal accidents at 
highway crossings occur to motor- 
ists who take undue risks. 

With regard to the agitation for 
the elimination of highway cross- 
ings, it is obvious that one trauble 
is new highway crossings at grade 
with the rai:ways, which are con- 
stantly being opened in all parts of 
the country by public authorities. 

Statistics show that in the four 
years ending with 1924 the rail- 
ways eliminated 3,240 grade cross- 
ings at a probable cost of almost 
$250,000,000. In these same four 
years, however, the number of high

Congress Passes 
Bill To Expedite 


Claims Payment 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, June 10.—Congress 
has taken a load off its shoulders and 
at the same time has guaranteed quick 
justice to thousands of citizens who 
bring. claims against the government 
every year for damages they have in- 
curred through some federal agency 

This is accomplished in a bill pass- 
ed Thursday by the house which pro- 
vides that claims up to $3,000—in 
some cases $5,000—against the gov- 
ernment for property damage, person- 
al injury or death hereafter will uot 
require legislation by congress, but 
can be taken up direct with the proper 
government department here. The sen- 
ate passed the bill some time ago. | 

There. are at the present time 
thousands of claim bills pending, some 
of which are several years old, and 
which probably would not be acted 
upon for some time yet, had it not 
been for the arrangement provided in 
this new legislation. Meanwhile, those 
who brought the claims have had to 
wait. 

Of the 16,000 and more bills in- 
troduced in the last congress, the 
GSth, 2,000 were private claims bills. 
Only a fraction of these were acted 
upon, and but 250 were passed. ‘The 
percentage of claims bills in the 16,- 

measures which already have 
poured into the hopper this session is 
much greater, so that a mountain of 
them still await action.

The semiofficial press agrees that 
Brazil has wasted much time and 
energy in helping develop the league 
when this time and energy might 
have been spent more profitably in 
promoting a more compact league of 
American nations. Europe, the press 
agrees, had best be left to its own 
Kuropean destiny. 

The newspapers of Rio de Janeiro 


proven beyond a doubt that new world 
diplomacy has no place at Geneva. 
Officials are giving considerable in- 
dorsement to the newspaper view that 
membership in a strong, exclusively 
Pan-American league is much more 
desirable than the league at Geneva. 

Statements of regret over the threat- 
ened action of Spain were made by 
leading members of the council prior 
to its adjournment.

“While there are various

Harrington’s Letter. 
Mr. Harrington’s letter follows: 


Editor Constitution:: Referring to your 
inguiry in this morning’s paper as to the 
reasons for different automobile ratea be. 
tween Atlanta and Colorado Springs, Col.: 
It is obvious that accidents are in propor- 
tion to traffie congestion. It is also true 
that the theft hazard on automobiles is 
greater in a city where a car is more ditf- 
ficult of detection than in a smaller com- 
munity. It would be unfair to charge the 
same rate for insurance where the hazards 
are relatively small as would be charged 
in a community where the hazards are 
greater. 

Therefore, in order that the policy hold- 
ers of insurance companies throughout the 
United States may be treated without dis- 
crimination and fairly as to the question 
of rates, each state has been divided into 
territories ranging in psumber from two to 
(in the case of Pennsylvania) 10 territories. 
Each of these territories is given rates 
based on the combined experience of all 
companies in that particular territory. 

No one will claim that the traffic situa- 


| trate, 


tion in Colorado Springs, by way of illus- 
tration, is fhe same as in Atlanta, nor 
that the traffic situation in Atlanta is the 
same as that in New York city. To illus- 
the rate on the liability and prop- 
erty damage on an average six-cylinger 
car in Colorade Springs is $24. In cer- 
tain territories in Georgia the same rate 
is $19: in New York city $137; in Baltimore 
$45, and in Atlanta $39. 

Effect -of Traffic Regulation. 

While the population of a city is a fair 
index to the rates, the true test is the 
experience of the insurance carriers in each 
community. For instance, a city with nar- 
row aetreets and poorly regulated traffic 
will produce more accidents than a city of 
the same size with wide streets and well- 
regulated traffic. Also, the attitude of 
juries on damage suits in one community 
will be different from that of juries in 
another community. 

In order, therefore, to treat each com- 
munity with a degree of fairness, the com. 
panies compile their experience on _ pre- 
miums and losses in each territory as above 
outlined, and the result is the determining 
factor in the:matter of rates, 

It. is impossible for a layman to always 
understand the various factors that enter 
into rate-making, and it ia always a source 
of gratification to have the opportunity to 
enlighten the public on those phases of our 
business that can be readily misunder- 
stood without a‘full Knowledge of the en- 
tire sitnation.

In short, a community makes its own in- 
surance rates in the same manner that a 
manufacturer makes his own fire insurance 
rate on his pliant. It can be high or low 
in the proportion that attention is given 
te prevention of losses, and the insurance 
companies are earnestly endeavoring to treat 
each community and risk on ite merita.

Letter From Fleming. 
The text of Mr. Fleming's letter 


follows: 

Editor Constitution: The Constitution 
this morning carried an inquiry from Ernest 
« Rhodes, as to why automobile insurance 
rates in Atlanta are higher than they are 
in Colorado Springs for the same hazard. 
The answer is—They are not. 

Population density carries with it in- 
creased hazard, as regards the public, aud 
the automobile hazard is essentially a 
public bazard. Enterprising shysters with 
their satellites, chasing ambulences and 
eye witnesses, bringing suits for amounts 
entirely out of line with’ the nature of the 
injuries and the unwitting acquiescence of 
juries, misled through the suppression of 
facta in the case, due to the peculiarities, 
of our law which often protects the plaiv- 
tiff's interests to the deriment of the de- 
fendant and contra, when skillfully handled, 
weeping women and mangled men—all con- 
tribute to the high cost of insuriag. 

The reliable company, generally speaking, 
is glad to settle ont of courf any case 
involving liability; but the insurance busi- 
ness is like any other business—there must 
be at least an even break, if protection is 
to be.afforded. The companies agree to 
defend the policyholder in any suit which 
might be brought, at any time, and 
this contract is to be carried out, the com- 

any, must remain solvent. The company 
does not agree to pay whaf is asked by 
the injured party, regardless of - liability. 
The policy-holder does the damage and 
passes the consequences, within the limits 
of hia policy, to the insurance company. 
The limits set out in the statement from 
Mr. Rhodes are too small, incidentally, 
since, if a verdict should be rendered above 
$5,000 for any one person in any accident, 
the excess would be a burden not assumed 
by the company. Mr. Rhodes or any other 
policy-holder can at a very slight extra 
cost, materially increase the limits 
cable to personal injury verdicts. I 
conscience be hia guide, bearing in mind 
always that juries have ro limits. 

In. New York city, Mr. Rhodes would 
have to pay for the same insare ave he 
is carrying, as to limits at least: $10 for 
personal liability costing $26 in Atlanta: 
$30 for property damage costing $13 in 
Atlanta, and $78 for the form of col- 
lision insurance he carries, as compared 
to $45 in Atlanta. The rates in rural Geor- 
gia compare with the rates in the rural 
sections of apy other state. Twelve dol- 
lars for liability insurance; $7 for. prop- 
erty damage and $29 for collision such as 
Mr. Rhodes carries. The rates in Colum- 
bus, Ga., for instance, which from the 
population viewpoint is about the size of 
Colorado Springs, compare. favorably with 
Colorado Springs, so in the end, we fiild 
the hazard controls the rate. 

Chances in Business. 

Mr. Rhodes knows from his own business 
experience that buying costs control selling 
prices and that even the wholesale millinery 
line, carrying as it does, the slenderest of 
profit, must take some chances as respects 
business fluctuations, etc. The insurance 
business, particularly that form of insurance 
which deals with the public hazard, must 
fortify itself against catastrophe verdicts 
and so large reserves are built up These 
reserves act as 4 buffer and epable the 
companies to carry such lines of insurance 
at the very reasonable rates obtaining. 
Without the reserves and the spread of busi- 
ness, the companies would not be in @ po- 
sition to carry the hazard at a lower rate 
than would the individual and when one 
contemplates what can happen to the in- 
dividual who, without insurance, is in- 
volved in a serious automobile accident w 
or without liability in many canes, 
just does not want to be that individual. 

Mr. Rhodes perhaps has not heard of 
the bootlegger operation in the cities where 
two cars are stolen at a time a driven 
to the mountains. One of the cars is traded 
for whisky and the other brings the whisky 
beck to the city. Perhaps the rural user 
knows where he can get his. without an 
intermediary or perhaps he does not use 
it at all, to employ an Irish quip; but 
the fact remains that in the small tewn 
nobody locks bis automobile, even at night, 
and in the city the man who does phot 
lock his car has no car to lock when he 
returns from a trip sround the block. These 
cars cost money and they are nearly all 
insured against the hazard of fire and theft. 
Even if the care are found, they generally 
are badly damaged and this damage, too, is 
the insvranc@ company's loss. 

Please tell Mr. Rhodes automobile inser- 
ance is a question of relativity—the greater 
the hazard, the greater the cost, and if he 
wants to see a change, he will have to 
bring the hazard of the Atlanta territory 
down to the hazard of the Colorado Springs 
territory and, if memory failq me not, his 
efforts in that direction, up to the present 
time. have not been conducivé of best results.

The treekly freight 
car loading statement showing a new 
high for this time of year added con- 
fidence to buyers of rails. Railway 
merger talk was a'so a factor in the 
strength displayed by the rails. 

Much interest was displayed in to- 
day’s admission by Arthur Curtiss 
James that he had purchased a sub- 
santial interest in the outstanding 
stock of Western Pacific. James is 
a director of the First Securities 
company here, which is affiliated with 
the First National bank. He is a 
director of Burlington, Colorado 
Southern, El Paso and Southwestern, 
Great Northern, Phelps Dodge and 
Company, the Union Trust Company 
of New York, and other wel! known 
corporations and institutions. He 
said that for years he had been a 
holder of such railroad stocks as 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Burlington, and Southern Pacific, and 
that he believed firmly in the future 
of California and the ,territory served 
by the Western Pacific; that he would 
do his best to cooperate with the 
management of- Western Pacific in 
helping the company develop its pos- 
sibilities. 

Gould Built Road. 

Western Pacific was built by 
George Gould when We was at the 
top of his power in the railroad field. 
But in building the Western Pacific, 
Gould aréused FE. H. Harriman, who 
was a good fighter, and in the case 
of «Gould did not stop until Gould 
lost control of one after another of 
his roads. Western Pacific has gone 
through receivership. Western Pa- 
cific is known as an independent road. 
T. M. Schumacher, formerly identified 
with James in the management of 
Rock Island and El Paso and South- 
western, will in the near future, it 
is understood, become chairman of the 
executive committee of the board of 
directors of Western Pacific. 

A stock exchange seat sold today 
for $149,000.

New York Central Stock. 
. New York Central is going to in- 
crease its authorized capital stock by 

100,000,000, /bringing the total up to 

,000,000, announcing at the same 
time plans for adding 5,000 miles of 
subsidiary lines to the system’s mile- 
age, directly operated under one man- 
agement. No less than. 24 public 
utility companies, in Kansas, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Arkansas and=—2exas 
are to be merged into one company, 
according to the over-night news, 
which also includes announcement of 
plans to consolidate under cne man- 
agement 43 soft coal companies in 
Illinois and Indiana. Mergers and 
rumors of mergers in various lines of 
industry are being discussed through- 
out Wall street. In each instance, the 
object desired is fundamentally the 
same, to increase profits by creating 
stability, first, through elimination of 
wasteful competition and, next, 
through development of operating ef- 
ficiegcy. 

Wall street believes that of all the 
industries now interested in the con- 
solidation movement, soft coal has the 
greatest need for constructive merger 
action, and the hardest fight to get it. 
Soft coal companies in various paris 
of the country, especially in West Vir- 
ginia and surrounding states and in 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, have the 
desire to consolidate, but it is under- 
stood that many hard problems must 
be solved before desired results are 
realized. In many ways the soft coal 
industry is more demoralized than the 
steel trade was 25 years ago before 
the United States Steel corporation 
was formed to correct the situation. 
The soft coal industry has labor proub- 
lems created by the organization of 
labor during the last 25 years which 
were unknown to the steel trade be- 
fore the formation of the steel corpo- 
ration. The soft coal trade, too, has 
its own problems in almost unlimited 

tential production and in compet- 
itive freight rates, making it possible 
for mines in one part of the country 
to take advantage of corrective meas- 
ures adopted by mines in another part 
of the country. The task of bringing 
some degree of order in the soft coal 
industry is a big one. But big men 
are on the job. 

The real explanation for New York 
Central's merger activities at this 
time are found in the railway merger 
activities in other directions. Balti- 
more and Ohio shares are strong be- 
cause the management of that com- 
pany is working to build up a system 
which will compete with the New York 
Central and Pennsylvayja. From iarge 
earnings in hand and in sight the hold-

KAISER WILHELM ‘ 


CLOSELY GUARDING 
STORY OF HIS LIFE

Berlin, June 10.—Ex-Kaiser Wil- 
helm is engaged in writing his auto- 
biography in collobration with Eugene 


Zimmerman, former editor of The 
Lokal Anzieger and intimate friend 
of the ex-monarch, The latter is very 
mysterious about the book, not even 
allowing his wife to see the mann- 
segipt, which is kept under lock and 
key and is zealously guarded by the 
ex-kaiser himself.

It 
is said that the ex-kaiser has lost some 
of his old volubility and conceit and 
this book will reveal him as a some- 
what chastened character, who admits 


he is not always infallible. 
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Seoul, Korea, June 10.—(#)—Yi, 
the last emperor of Korea, whose twi- 
light reign ended with the Japanese 
annexation in 1910, tonight was being 
borne to his final resting place, but the 
great funeral planned by the Japanese 
government was not carried out with- 
ont disorders arising from the protest 
of his former subjects against the 
alien rule that succeeded his. 


As the procession bearing the cata- 
faljyue of the dead monarch slowly 
traversed the 14-mile road from the 
capital to Kinkoku, the burial place, 
300 students were held in prison for 
their part in disturbances that im- 
peded the public funeral procession 
through the streets of Seoul this 
morning. 


‘The students attempted to dis- 
tribute pamphlets favoring Korean in- 
dependence. ‘This caused a disturb- 
ance that almost broke up the solemn 
march from the palace, where the cere- 
monies had begun at 6:30 a. m. and 
was quieted only with difficulty by 
troops, gendarmes and police, 

The second outbreak. came as the 
catalfauge was nearing the funeral 
ground, in an open space a mile from 
the palace. Here a student raised the 
Korean cry for independence, #ome 
one yelled “bomb!” and a panie en- 
sued. Many spectators were serious- 
ly trampled before order was re- 
stored. 

More than 100,000 persons lined the 
route for the procession which was 


heavily guarded by soldiers and ce 
Tonight Seoul was literally Aen 
by troops and police, the authoriti 

taking every precaution against ou 
breaks that were feared in connec 
tion with the funeral of the last mor 
arch under which Korea regained 

shadow of independence. 

The procession between the capite 
and the great hill at Kinkoku, o 
which the tomb has been prepared 
was greatly curtailed becanse the Jar 
anese, fearing further disorders, woul 
not permit the public to follow th 
coffin. Earlier estimates placed th 
number expected to take part in th 
long march at 50,000; but this mar 
was reduced to a comparatively smal 
figure,

riding in jinrikishas. The prince and 
princess were to spend tonight i 
a constructed lodgings at th 
tomb.

Chicago, June 10.—()+With pil- 
grims from 15 nations in their num- 
ber, the combined delegations from 
Spanish-speaking countries will form 
one of the largest units in the interna- 
tional eucharistic congress which opens 
here June 20. Among those en route 
are many of the supreme dignitaries of 
the Catholic church in Spain, Mexico, 
Central and South America and the 
West Indies. 

The ranking cleric in the Spanish- 
speaking section will be Cardinal Reig 
Y. Cosanova, bishop of Toledo and 
primate of Spain, who presides over 


one of the oldest sees in the church. 
His diocese, according to ecclesiastical 
history, was founded in the first cen- 
tury of the Christian era. Thirty 
bishops, approximately 1,500 priests 
and large Jay delagations from distant 
lands will join him in the Spanish sec- 
tion meetings. Five bishops are in the 
cardinal’s party now en route. 

Thirteen bishops of Colombia, head- 
ed by the Most Rev. Paul Giobbe, 
apostolic nuncio to that country, will 
form the largest South American dele- 
gation of churchmen, but Mexico is 
expected to send the largest body of 
poriee representing southern repub- 
ics. Three archbishops, nine bishops 
and upward of one thousand pries‘s 
are expected from Mexico, one rail- 
road having reported reservations for 
900 visitors from Mexico City. The 
Most Rev. Joseph Mora y Del Rio, 
the venerable bishop of Mexico, will 
be the ranking cleric in the delegation. 

Brazil's delegation will include three 
bishops. Ecquador, Chile, Nicaraguu, 
San Salvador and Venezuela will each 
be represented by one or more bishops. 

At the conclusion of the Spanish 
section services the delegations will 
form a procession through the city, 
headed by a military band of Spanish- 
speaking students from St. Ignatius 
academy, El Paso, Texas. 

Archbishop Giobbe will celebrate 
solemn pontifical high mass before up- 
ward of 100,000 people in Soldiers’ 
Field stadium on Tuesday, June 22, 
and on the following night Cardinal 
Reigy Casanova will address a men’s 
meeting from the same pulpit.

Miss Primeau knew 
her before she began masquerading 
as a man, she declared. 

The women “married” because they 
loved each other. Miss Primeau said 
she loved her “husband.” 

Dr. Garess. told police she had 
enough money to pay for a night's 
lodging at the hotel, which was all 
they intended to remain, but Miss 
Primeau became ill, necessitating a 
longer stay. 

The mother of the “wife,” Mrs.

New York, June 10.—(/)—The 
psychiatrist is tired of being a “yes 
and no” man when he appears on 
the witness stand as an expert in 
criminal cases. A report unanimous- 
ly accepted today by the members of 
the American Psychiatric association 
in convention said: 

“Psychiatrists do not wish to be 
limited to yes or no report: speci- 
fying whether or not a man should be 
sentenced.

The report found science and phil- 
osophy and law at loggerheads on. the 
question of free will, recommended’ the 
substitution of the idea of treatment 
for the idea of punishment, advocated 
elimination of expert witnesses for 
defense and prosecution for a neutral 
psychiatrist appointed by. courts from, 
qualified psychiatrists, urged the 
abandonment of the hypothetical ques- 
tion and the terms “lunacy’ ’and “in- 
sanity” in expert testimony. and sug- 
gested appointment of resident psy- 
chiatrists in penal institutions. 

The report, which was referred to 
the council of the association for ac- 
tion, also contained a credo for the 
psychiatrist in regard to crime.

here Thursday. They are H. M. At- 
kinson, Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs.: H. 
M. Atkinson, of the Ponce de Leon 
apartments, and William Burch Hin- 
man, son of George P. Hinman, 759 
Piedmont avenue. 

Arrangements hdve been completed 
for erection of the memorial at Har- 
vard, according to news reaching At- 
lanta from Cambridge, Mass., Thurs- 
day. It will be known as the Har- 
vard war memorial, and will honor all 
students who lost their lives during 
the war. ' 

Both boys were well known in At- 
lanta, having begun here their educa- 
tions later completed at Harvard.” 

William B. Hinman was killed in 
an explosion off the coast of Ireland 
when a German U-boat sent a torpedo 
into the boat bearing a company of 
United States marines, of which he 
was a member. Hinman enlisted is 
the marine corps in 1917 with other 
Harvard students. He was born in 
Atlanta, receiving his earlier educa- 
tion at the public schools’ nd Marist 
college. From here he went to Se- 
wanee, where, after a stay of two 
years, he entered Harvard. At Se- 
wanee and Harvard Mr. Hinman form- 
ed strong friendships and was recog- 
nized by the faculties as a young man 
of high ability and promise. 

Harry M. Atkinson, Jr., was one 
of the most popular members of the 
class of 1915 at the Massachusetts 
college. His record in scholarship 
during each of his four years there 
showed those brilliant qualities of 
mind which forecast for him a career 
of preeminently successful usefulness to 
mankind. Among his fellow students 
in undergraduate life he naturally at- 
tracted around him a group of strong 
and manly associates who were chosen 
by their classmates to direct under- 
graduate affairs at Harvard. An ad- 
mirer of clean sportsmanship, he play- 
ed football under Percy Haughton, the 
most famous of the Crimson’s long line 
of fighting coaches, and in his senior 
year was awarded the varsity “H” as 
an honor from the Harvard Athletic 
association. He was a member of 
Harvard's most exclusive clubs, many 
of his fellow clubmen being sons of 
friends of Harry M. Atkinson, Sr., of 
Atlanta, who a generation ago also 
took a leading part in Harvard under- 
graduate life.
